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In response to the Office Action (Restriction and Election of Species Requirements) 
dated June 23, 2009, Applicants hereby elect, without traverse, Group I, claims 1-15 and 29- 
33, for further prosecution on the merits. 

In addition, Applicants elect, as the species, the thermoplastic elastomer made in the 
presence of a catalyst recited in claims 8 and 9. Claims 1-9, 13-15, 29, 30, 32 and 33 are 
readable on the elected species. 

In addition, claims 16-28 and 34-42 (Group II) all depend from elected claim 1, 
directly or indirectly, and thus are eligible for rejoinder, pursuant to MPEP § 821.04. 
Accordingly, the Examiner is respectfully requested to rejoin nonelected claims 16-28 and 
34-42 when elected claims 1-15 and 29-33 are found allowable.
